DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 7-8, 14-15,1 9-20, 26, and 29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention describes a modem and a method comprising a 

carriergroup receiving means configured to receive signal-to-noise ratio (SNR) 
parameters relating to a plurality of carriers; a carriergrouping means configured to 
group the plurality of carriers into a plurality of dynamically variable size carrier groups 
based on the SNR parameters, to determine a carriergroup SNR parameter for each of 
the plurality of dynamically variable size carrier groups, the carriergroup SNR parameter 
being a worst case SNR parameter from among the SNR parameters corresponding to 
the plurality of carriers within each of the plurality of dynamically variable size carrier 
groups, and to determine carriergroup bitloading and gain parameters for each of the 
plurality of dynamically variable size carrier groups based upon the worst case SNR 
parameter for each of the plurality of dynamically variable size carrier groups; and a 
carriergroup transmitting means configured to transmit at least one message including 
the carriergroup bitloading and gain parameters for each of the plurality of dynamically 
variable size carrier groups. The closest prior art, Peeters et al. (US 2001/001 2783 A1 ) 
discloses a very similar method and apparatus for carrier constellation information in 
multi-carrier systems but fails to disclose determining a carriergroup SNR parameter for 
each of the plurality of dynamically variable size carrier groups, the carriergroup SNR 
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parameter being a worst case SNR parameter from among the SNR parameters 
corresponding to the plurality of carriers within each of the plurality of dynamically 
variable size carrier groups, and to determine carriergroup bitloading and gain 
parameters for each of the plurality of dynamically variable size carrier groups based 
upon the worst case SNR parameter for each of the plurality of dynamically variable 
size carrier groups. This distinct feature has been added to the independent claims 1 , 
8, 15, and 20, thus rendering claims 1, 7-8, 14-15, 19-20, 26, and 29 allowable.
